Canada ruled that British caf man- 
ufacturers wishing to establish in 
Canada could get only such prefer- 
ene as United States mahufacturers 
establishing plants in the Dominion, 
As @ result, the Austin Company sus- 
pended its: Hamilton plant construc- 
tion, The ruling may bé changed. 


British Machinery . 

Canada may also give Britain other 
concessions to make British engineer- 
ing products more available in Canada 
particularly on. such items as railway 
equipment and electrical machinery 
and farm implements, 

Canadian farmers may be ‘encour- 
aged to buy more British farm imple- 
ments, More money may be made 
available to farmirg organizations on 
the ‘stipulation that they buy British. 

‘There has been some suggestion 
that Mr, Wilson, who will return Mr. 
Howe}s visit to London by a three- 
week visit to Canada, may make a bid 
for a multi-million-dollar subway 


construction job in Toronto and advo- 


cate construction of an all-electric rail 
way between: Montreal and Toronto. 

These suggestions are without of- 
ficial confirmation yet they appear 
to show that greater effort will -be 
made by both Canada and the U.K. to 
increase the flow of trade between 
thefh, 


Rasminsky’s Problem 

The great difficulty of course is the 
exchange problem, Both the Domin- 
ion and the U.K. have a continuing 
shortage of United States dollars. 
Currently, the U.K, is relying to a 
great extent on the availablility of 
dollars throug E.R.P, So has Canada, 
in a different way. 

The preblem is what will these 
countries do when E.R.P, comes ‘to an 
end? 

As far back as last December Louis 
Rasminsky, keen financial strategist 
in the Bank of Canada, posed the ques 
tion this way: 

“In thinking of the future one won- 
ders whether we shall be able to con- 
tinue the present level of cash exports 
to Europe. ' 

“The United States will ‘naturally 
wish to make progressive and .sub- 
stantial reductions in the B.C.A. ap- 
propriations. Moreover, as surpluses 
appear in U.S. production of various 
agricultural commodities, the relative 
ease of off-shore procurements in 
Canada may be curtailed, 

“The question then, will be whether 
the E.R.P. countries will have restor- 
ed thelr productive and competitive 
capacity that they can earn enqugh 
dollars to maintain something ap- 
proaching their present level of pur- 
chases in Canada. 
$64 Question 

“This for Canada,” says Mr. Ras- 
minsky, “is the $64 question.” 

He notes that at the present time 
many of the E.R.P, countries (U.K. 
included) are discriminating against 
imports from the Western hemisphere 
in order to economize in their use of 
dollars. ‘ 

“As ‘the dollar. deficits are, ‘In a 
sense, covered by E.C.A. . appropria- 
tions,” he '‘explains,. “these policies 
reduce the burden of the U.S. treasury 
and are. not discouraged. 

“But the danger in these policies, 
which -we might as well recognize ts 
that the countries concerned, as part 
of a: program of economizing dollar 
outlays, may impair their own capac- 
ity to earn dollars.” % 

Mr. Rasminsky says this ° 
done if the E.R.P. countries “estab- 
lish special techniques for trading 
with each other at high prices with- 
out having to face the’ competition of 
efficient producers in Canada and the 
United States.” 

But while exports by ‘the countries 
forming ‘this system will be easier to 
each other than exports to the West- 
ern hemisphere, in the long run. the 
system, Would break’ down, 

“There are no continuing rewards 
for high cost production,” notes Mr.

T once hada fayorite parent, Oh, I've 
‘had many favorite parents,*+ but this 
was a very Special one. As a teacher I 
should not ‘play favorites’, But I as- 
sume that that admonition. applies to 
my relationship with my students only 

Anyway, I had a favorite parent. 
Once or twice a year she unexpectedly 
and unobtrusively turned up at the 
school, She instinctively seemed to 
know when I was not busy. Maybe she 
watched from around séme corner, un- 
til she saw that I hada few minutes to 
spare; then she would quietly ap- 
proach and with only a trace of Scan- 
dinavian accent she would. greet me, 


It was apparently a routine call, She 


did not seem to have anything in’ par-] 


ticular on her mind, She apparently 
came to see if I had had any problems 
to discuss concerning her 
progeny in the school, 
Rarely dia I have occasion to report 
anything unfavorable respecting her 
children.

school should, do its part in its own 
sphere; but one must not in any wa@y 
interfere with the other. 


Minding one’s own business is al, 


commendable virtue normally; though 
in this present-day world of close in- 
terdependence, the virtue of such an 
attitude fs more questionable, We are, 
of necessity, being drawh closer to- 
gether, and cooperation-is essential in 
most of our activities. This coopera- 


tion is especially important In the re- |' 


lationship of home and school. No two 
institutions are more mutually inter- 
and the samples collected and double- 
checked and recorded, they are sent 
by truck to the central inspection of- 
fice for grading.

SEEDING RECOMMENDATIONS: 

The following are a few simple hints 
that might be of value to you in plan- 
ning your spring seeding for weed 
control. 

(1) Destroy weeds before seeding: 

Pre-seeding cultivation Should be 
shallow but should destroy all weed 
growth. If cultivation is too deep, more 
weéellis seeds may be brought to the 
surface. If fore wild oats, delay your 
seeding as long as possible, Seed im- 
mediately after last cultivation or a 
new crop of weeds may germinate be- 
fore the grain is in the ground. 

(2) Seed at proper depth— 

Seed must be placed in moist soil 
before it wilh germinate, but should 
not be sown deeper than is necessary 
to place it in moist soil, If seed is 
sown too deeply, germination is delay- 
ed and, as the seedlings take a long 
time to reach the surface, they lack 
vigor. J 
(3) Sow sound seed: 

Frosted, sprouted, musty or badly 
shrunken seed has low vitality, It pro- 
duces a‘thin weak stand which under 
adverse conditions cannot compete 
with weeds. 

(4) Sow uniformly— 

Skips and misses in seeding, wheth- 
er the fault of the operator or of the 
machine, leave open spaces or thinly 
seeded rows where. weeds will flourish 
The spacing and operation of a seed 
drill should. be checked and faults cor- 
rected, | 
(5) Rate of Seeding— 

An increased rate of seeding usually 
results in many weeds. being crowded 
out and the remainder do not produce 
as much seed. 

(6) Use of Fertilizer— 

Where fertilizer is used it can assist 
the crop materially in overcoming 
weeds, The extra early growth - and 
vigor it gives to the crop is often 
sufficient to turn the scales in favor 
of the crop at the critical stage. 


RELIABLE SEED 

For most plant crops many variet- 
ies of seed are available. Some are es- 
pecially adapted to a district or for 
some spécific purpose. A careful 
choice ig all-important—it enables a 
grower to take full advantage of the 
work of plant breeders, 

Misrepresentation as to variety or 
type constitutes‘a violation of the pro- 
visions of the Seeds Act, The Inspect- 
ors of the Plant Products Division of 
the Department of Agriculture take 
official samples for growing tests of 
seed stocks offered for sale, and if 
such tests show that the seed was mis 
represented as to variety, the seller 
may be prosecuted under Section 9 of 
the Seeds Act. ‘

FARM NOTES 
FROM ABROAD 
Italian Fruit 


Italian exports of fruits anid vege- 
tables during 1948 exceeded 1.76 bil- 
lion pounds, the average export vol- 
ume in 1934 and 1935, and included de- 
elduous, citrus and dried fruits, Of 
particular interest was the rise ~ in 
potato exports from only about 21 
thousand bushels in 1947 to 3.6. mil- 
lion bushels in 1948, 

This expansion could not have been 
possible without the reopening of the 
German market, for which some ERP 
funds were made available to purchase 
Italian produce, 

Netherlands Cattle 

In the trade agreement between the 
western zones of Germany and the 
Netherlands provisiédns were made 
for the importation of breeding stock 
from Holland into. Germany, It has 
now been reported that about 1,300 
head of Friesian cattle’ valued at one 
million dollars have already been sel- 
ected by German experts to be ship- 
ped to the provinces of Hessen and 
Nordheim Westfalen in Genmany, 

Benelux D®irying 

Representatives of the dairy indus- 
tries from Belgium, the Netherlands, 
and Luxembourg held a meeting dur- 
ing February to discuss standardiza- 


tion of dairying when the Benelux 
Econpmic Union becomes effective. 
They recommended that production 


costs in the three countries be equal- 
ized and the dairy industry modern- 
ized throughout the entire area; that 
all dairy products, with the exception 
of farm cheese, be factofy made, and 
a directorate to implement factory pro 
duction be established in each coun- 


try; and that standards of butterfat 
content, composition and quality be 
laid down, . 


Polish Poultry 

During 1948 Polish exports of fro- 
zen poultry amounted to 56.2: thousand 
tons valued at $7 million. Exports in 
1949 are expected to reach 10 thousand 
tons, 

U.S.A. Potato Support 

In a preliminary report by the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture the cost of supporting the 1948 
potato crap up to the end of February. 
1949, was set at $175.8 million, The 
total quantity of potatoes purchased 
at that date was 104 miillion bushels; 
thus the average cost per bushal was 
$1.69,

CONTOUR PLOWING 
' Straight furrows used to. be the

NO SERIOUS ANIMAL 
DISEASE IN CANADA 


Thanks to the veterinarians of the], 


Health of Animals Division, Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, and those 
in private practice. Canada is free of 
serious animal diseases such as foot 
and mouth disease, contagious pleuro- 
pneunronia, rinderpest, fowl pest, and 
other destructive. animal plagues. 
Since 1868, this Division has been on 
watch, and guard, protecting the 
health of Canada’s animals, 7 

The Report of the Veterinary Gen- 
eral for 1948 contains gratifying news 
about other diseases which might be 
a menace to Canada’s livestock. An- 
thrax is seldom found in Canada; no 
case of dourine «has occurred since 
1919; of sheep scab since 1827; and 
these disgases may be considered er- 
adicated, Glanders has not appeared 
since 1937. Mange only affected one 
horse and 57 cattle in’ 1947 and offic- 
ial treatment prevented its spread, No 
case of rabies was reported in 1947 
except: among foxes and sled dogs in 
the Northwest and Yukon Territories,

terin, The bacterin which is good for 
blackleg and malignant edema con- 
tains becteria with the names Clos- 
tridium chauvei and Clostridioum sep 
ticus, but Clostridium septicus has 
nothing to do with hemorthagic s#ep< 
ticemia (shipping fever). 

A bacterin for hemorrhagic septic- 
emia must centain killed bacteria bé- 
longing to the Pasturella group. Al- 
though we have this combined bacter- 
in for blackleg and malignant edema, 
there is no’ combined - bacterin for 
blackleg and shipping fevet. For black 
leg and shipping fever. For blackleg 
and shipping fever two different bac- 
terins have to be used. 

Dr, Ballantyne points out that the 
use of the wrong bacterin may be cost- 
ly. Your local veterinarian has had ex- 
tensive training ‘in -disease immunity 
and you will be well advised to consult 
him about the correct bacterin to use 
for the different. diseases. 


GULLY EROSION 

Water erosion is taking place con- 
tinuously. With the spring. run off 
numerous little ills’ on cultivated 
fields show the lay of the land and 
indicate the natural, waterways. Us- 
ually it takes more than. one year for 
gullies to form but if the rills are ig- 
nored, large. easily worked fields be- 


‘}e@ome cut up into smaller segments 


that make efficient cultivation diffi- 
cult, 

G. R. Sterling, Supervisor of Soi 
Conservation, Alberta Department of 
Agriculture, points out that the best 
time to check gully erosion is at the 
start when the rills are first noticed. 
They can then be readily seeded down 
to a suitable grass-legume mixture 
that can be used to qgdvantage. When 
the rills become deep gullies somewhat 
of a problem arises, but it is not. too 


late even then to do something about. 


it. Levelling out and seeding down to 
a suitable grass legume mixture will 
check the erosion and provide ease of 


J crossing with implements when culti- 


vating the field. 

Full’ information about gully ero- 
sion control and the most suitable 
grass-legume mixtures for this pur- 
pose may be obtained from your Dis- 
trict Agriculturist . He can also advise 
where suitable forage crop seed may 
be obtained, 


FROST SUSCEPTIBILITY 
OF BARLEY 

It is a genérally accepted fact that 
barley is mote readily damaged by 
spring frosts than wheat. The barley 
breeder cognizant of this fact, is at- 
tempting to breed moré resistance in- 
to the new varieties and strains which 
are produced, Experiments © havé 
shown that varieties do vary consid- 


erably in their resistance to these 
early frosts, | 
In the spring of 1947 at the Scott 


Swift Current, and Brandon’ -experti- 
mental stations, fairly severe. frosts 
occurred several nights in a row when 
the barley was in the three to four leaf 
stage. Sprtt recorded 20: degrees of 
frost one night, Swift Current 23 de- 
grees, and Brandon 16.1 degrees. The 
following table shows the three station 
average of the percentage of foliage 
destroyed on a number of differént 
varieties, by these frosts:

Several mixtures have been under 
test but there are dnly a few agg 
have proved generally sa’ 
mixture of brome grass and eimlia 
has been used éxtensively and with 
superior resnits over a large portion 
of the area. The seeding rate is two 
pounds of alfalfa and ten pounds of 
brome. This mixture produces high 
yields of good quality hay over a per- 
tod of four to five years. It is not as 
hecessary to cut brome at just the 
proper stage ais is necessary with oth- 
er commonly grown grasses and 80 
th’s mixture can be cut when the al- 
falfa is at the proper stage. 

Slender wheat grass «and alfalfa 
seeded at eight and two pounds per 
acre respectively has been a very sat- 
isfactory hay mixture in ¢rop rota- 
tions, when left down for only two 
years. When seeding in rotations. with 
a nurse crop, it has been easier to se- 
eure a stand of slender wheat grass 


than brome grass and yields have been’ 


about equal. 

A mixture of crested wheat grass 
and alfalfa, seeded at seven and two 
pounds per acre respectively has prov- 
ed to be a good mixture on light sandy 
soils where a heavy sod formation is 
desired, Yields from this mixture, how. 
ever, have been somewhat lower than 
those from brome and alfalfa, | 

On low-lying somewhat peaty soil, 
a mixture of alsike clover and brome 
srass has given excellent yields and 
nas withstood flooding for from ten 
to fourteen days. Where flooding ex- 
tends beyond two weeks in the spring 
and during periods of heavy rain, a 
mixture of brome, alfalfa, alsike clover 
Red Top and Kentucky blue. grass, 
has proved a reliable mixture. The 
seeding rates are 5, 2, 2, 3 and 4 pounds 
per’ acre respectively. The alfalfa and 
brome persist around the outer edges 
of the flooded areas and alsike, Red 
Top and Kentucky blue survive the 
centre area unless flooding continues 
for too long a period. For prolénged 
flooding periods, Reed Canary grass 
should be added: to this mixture. 

Sweet clover and brome, 8 and 6 
pounds per acre, makes a satisfactory 
combination for soils ‘reasonably free 
from alkali. This mixture.. elso, fits 
nicely into a short-term rotation.

the garden is suggested. This lining 
out of trees, should be completed im- 
mediately after they are. received, 
while the ground is cool and moist. 

It is a good plan to first place a few 
inches of soil over the roots, or lower 
ends of cuttings, pack it firmly with 
‘the feet, then water the packed soil 
thoroughly..After the water has dis- 
appeared into the ground the addition- 
al soil required to cover the roots or 
euttings sufficiently .may be ptt in 
place, and firmea only = slightly, A 
slight depression should be left along 
the row to hold ~ — water 
from rains, 

Even in a dry season the amount of 
water needed and time required to 
pour it along the row, in order to keep 
the trees alive and growing amounts 
to little in comparison with the ad- 
vantages gained by having trees read- 
ily at hand for planting when and 
where needed, later in the same sea- 
son (fall), of the following spring.

Farmers have not the time nor the 
facilities to do this, but various exper 
imental institutions have been testing 
large numbers of old and new cereal 
varieties for a number of years, From 
these tests, and there are many of 
them, information is collecteq each 
year, and is considered ‘at meetings of 
agronomists in each province, Recom- 
mendations are then made of the most 
suitable cereal varieties for. defined 
areas ¢alled cereal zones. 

The varieties recommended are 
those most suited for use in the rela- 
tively large areas represented by 
these cereal zones. This means that 
for the greater number of farmers in 
a given zone, the greatest returns may 
be expected from the use of the ‘var- 
ieties recommended for that zone, 
Local variations in soil and climate 
within .a. zone, may result in a non- 
recommended variety giving better 
results, but for. most of the farmers 
in the zone, the recommended variet- 
ies should give the greatest returns 
over a periog of time. 

As a fule, these recommendations 
are based on yield, but such factors as 
early maturity, strength of straw, 
suitability for combining, resistance 
to disease and to the attacks of in- 
sects are taken. into. consideration. 
These and other factors are often in- 
strumental in determining. yield. For 
example, in‘an area Where rust is pre- 
valent, a rust resistant variety will 
out-yield one which is not resistant to 
rust, Similarly, in an area where the 
wheat stem sawfly causes serious loss

Chinese Communists bombarded 
four British warships last week in a 
“deliberate attack” on the Yangtze 
River, leaving almost 60 dead and 82 
more wounded. 

Hardest fit of the vessels was the 
sloop Amethyst, She suffered several 
days of bombardment, from command- 
ing’ batteries along the river bank, 
Casualties on the 1,875-ton ship were 
reported at 19 dead and. 40.0dd wound 
ed, ; 

The Anmiethyst was the ship origin- 
ally attacked. She was steaming up- 
river bound for embattled Nanking to 
give some.security to British residents 
and furnish facilities to the British 
Embassy. 

About 60 miles downstream the at- 
tack took place. The Foreign Office 
said, in London, the Chinese Commun- 
ists were not advised the ship was 
going up the river, i 

Three other ships, who attempted 
to come to the Amethyst's aid, were 
all fired upon g@nqd damaged: They 
were the cruiser London, destroyer 
Consort and sloop Black Swan. 

Viscount Hall, first lord of the ad- 
miralty, said that the attacks had been 
“deliberately carried out, for what 
purpose we have yet to learn.” 

In an address to a naval recruiting 
meeting at. Cardiff Hall he said the 
incident should have never taken 
place. He said, “it does indeed indicate 
the inhuman feelings of those who 
were responsible for such a catastro- 
phe.” 

Lord Hell promised that a full re- 


“port of the incident—‘a real epic’— 


would be given to Parliament. 

While Lord Hall addressed the re- 
cruiting meéting, in Dartmouth, site 
of the famous naval academy, Harry 
Pollitt, Britain’s No. 1 Communist, 
was driven to cover after an enraged 
crowd broke up a’ political meeting 
where he Gisouaed ™ shelling inci- 
dent. 

Police took him to safety after the 


‘crowd-—some of them fathers of sea-* 
‘men killed by the 


‘shelifire on the 
Yangtze—had hurled eggs, fruit and 
rocks in breaking up the rally. 

One member of the crowd, a man 
who lost a son on the Consort, handed 
Pollitt a rope with a note suggesting 
that he hang himself. The crowd also 
burned the Red flag which was drap- 
ed around the platform, | 

The Chinese Nationalist Government 
was aware of the Amethyst’s move- 
ments, While the Communists were 
not advised there is every reason to 
believe that they knew its movements 
and mission, 

But the purpose of the shelling re- 
mains mysterious. 

It has left an irate British public 
clamoring for revenge. Some demand 
reparations, other more power in the 
Far East and some even suggest mil- 
itary action. ; 4 

Whatever the outcome, the incident 


throws a, darker shadow across the 
Communiat’s quickened pace in taking 
over China. 


News of the Chinese civil war at the 
week-end was nothing but gloom and 
chaos for the Nationalist Government. 

Chinese Communist forces were just 
outside the city of Nanking Saturday, 
as Nationalist army troops fled south- 
ward from the Yangtze River battle- 
front. ; 

‘Nanking’s port area was fired by 
retreating troops, and the whole dis- 
trict a desolate scene of destruction. 
The railroad station just outside the 
city walls was blown up by retreating 
Nationalist troops, as they abandoned 
the. city. ‘Telephone Shemmenies sone 
with Shanghai were cut.

URGE MORE SAFETY : 
ON ALBERTA HIGHWAYS 

Greater saféty on Alberta highways 
is being emphasized by officials of the 
Alberta Mofor Association and other 
organizations. . 

With the traffic vdtehn’ now on the 
increase, it is necessary to be on the 
alert at level crossings and to guard 
against other hazards. Already the 
level crossing toll is causing alarm in 
a t parts of the country. 

It also appears there is need for 
greater education’ as to pedestrian 
safety activities. Recently it was re- 
ported ih the U.S, that every 78 min- 
utes a pedestrian met death in city 
traffic last year. Also, persons afoot 
accounted for 60 per cent:of all urban 
traffic deaths. 

To cope with the situation, national 
pedestrian protection contests have 
been organized, These are designed to 
carry out or bring about more effect- 
ive programs leading to reduced ped-

ASPARAGUS THE SPRING TREAT 

Tender green shoots coming through 
the brown earth in many gardens 
across the Dominion are being closely 
watched and.counted until there are 
enough to use. 

If. one is fortunate enough to have an 
asparagus bed there is no question of 
freshness or tenderness but if it must 
be purchased on the market there are 
several points to consider, 

Practically all of the green thin: var- 
fety is edibie, when in season. Of the 
thick green kind which shades to pur- 
ple and white at the stem end, only 
the green portion is edible. The edible 
portion of both is about 4 or 5 inches 
from the ‘tip. When the lower stalks 
are pithy, with hollow' places the as- 


paragus has probably been cut so long | 


that the juices have dried up. But ends 
that’ have opened slightly are an in- 
dication’ of over-maturity. Wilted 
spears are easily detected. Asparagus 
that is not fresh will be stringy and 
flavourless when cooked, 

The stem should be cut or broken 
off a little at a time until the juicy 
section is reached, 

Because asparagus grows 80 close 
to‘the ground it is necessary to wash 
it very thoroughly to make gure there 
are no particles of sand under the 
scalés. It is usually necessary to re- 
move the scales as particles of grit 
cling beneath them. Tender asparagus 
should not need to be.scraped. 

, Asparagus heads are extremely ten- 
der and therefore easily broken s0 
the spears should be tied in bunches 
and cooked with the tips up, The tall 
top of the double boiler makes a good 
asparagus cooker. Some homemakers 
purchase an enamel coffee pot for this 
purpose exclusively. The water is 
never allowed to cover the tips rather 
let the lower part of the stalks boil in 
the water while the tips steam. Salt 
added at the beginning of cooking 
‘tends. to toughen the asparagus so it is 
better to add it after the first. ten 
minutes of cooking. 

The water from cooked asparagus 
is one exception to the: oft-repeated

While asparagus, cooked until ten- 
der, seasoned and dressed with a little 
melted butter, cannot be surpassed 
there are other delicious ways in which 
it may be served. The home economist 
of the Consumer Section; Dominion 
Department of. Agriculture, suggest 
that, as asparagus is definitely a lux- 
ury vegetable and few gardens pro- 
duce enough to give the family a gen- 
erous amount, it may often be a good 
idea to stretch the flavour. Here are 
two good ways.

The rules “on balks by pitchers are 


clear. A pitcher must'not take his 


position without straddling the rub- 
ber or standing near it and he must 
step towards first base when throwing 
towards that sack in .an attempt’ to 
pick off a base-runner, 

The rule obviously is desigtteq to 
lessen the use of the hidden-ball play, 
vital to the pitcher for deception. It’s 
up to ‘the umpire to call these balks 
and call the penalty—all runners ad- 
vance one base, 

But the. new balk rule that papel 
pitchers claim is “brutal” states that 


.when a pitcher is giving a batter an 


intentional base on balls, the catcher 
must remain in his catcher’s box until 
the pitcher has delivered his throw. 
The catcher then can leap out of his 
box to snare the wide throw. 
Previously on an intentional base 
on balls the catcher would step widely 


to’ the side of the batter's box and
